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RESPONSE TO 'REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE' 



In response to the Reasons for Allowance noted in the Notice of Allowance mailed 
August 22, 2003 for the above application, Applicant responds to the Examiner's reasons as 
follows: 

The Examiner indicated that none of the references teach/suggest alone or in combination 
an extendable four-port circulator or multi-port circulator comprising a first, second & middle 
birefringent crystal, a first & second non-reciprocal device where first birefringent crystal 
coupled with first non-reciprocal device and second birefringent crystal coupled to second non- 
reciprocal device and also the middle birefringent crystal having first, second, third and fourth 
surface where third surface defining a first and second extension interfaces and fourth surface 
defining a third and a fourth extension interfaces. Applicant respectifully suggests that though 
some of the claims as allowed include all of the noted limitations, not all of the allowed claims 
do so. Accordingly, Applicant respectfully asserts that the claims are allowable for at least the 
reasons specified in Applicant's prior responses of record in the instant Application. 
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
